JOBS ARE OPEN 


Civil Service examinations 
were held in the Salinas Junior 
College Little Theatre on Friday, 
September 29, for applicants for 
six state positions. ‘These posi- 
tions included typists, stenog- 
raphers, account clerks, and 
cashier clerks. About 120 persons 
took the examinations. Of these, 
75 per cent were junior college 
students and the others were 
mostly employees of downtown 
businesses. The results of the 
examinations will be received 


’ by the students in about a month. 


Those who are high on the eli- 
gible lists will probably receive 
jobs at least by spring or sum- 
mer. Many of, the positions to 
be filled in this area are at the 
California State Employment 
Service offices, State Highway 
Patrol offices, SRA offices, agri- 
culture offices, and other state 
organizations. 

Once a student has achieved 
a position. on an eligible list he 
has the privilege of getting on 
other lists by writing to the Civil 
Service headquarters and asking 
for such a transfer. This gives 
the student a wider choice of 
positions and a greater possibility 
of employment. 

The examinations are usually 
given about once a year, but oc- 
casionally occur more often if 
new departments are formed or 
if for any reason a great number 
of new workers are needed.

POP WARNER 
IS GUEST AT 
BANQUET

Before a large, attentive, and 
enthusiastic gathering, “Pop” 
Warner was acclaimed as the 
man who has contributed more 
to football than any other per- 
son. Accompanied by the versa- 
tile Coach Dud De Groot, him- 
self a coaching veteran of 15 
years, “Pop” Warner, the man who 
made r@Werses famous, spoke to 
the appreciative audience before 
him. All of “Pop’s” words were 
thoroughly enjoyed by the audi- 
ence. ; 

Mr. Warner related many 
amusing anecdotes of his former 
days at Carlisle, Stanford, and 
Temple; he told of amusing ex- 
periences he had with Jim 
Thorpe, the All-American Indian 
footballer, and also spoke of Er- 
nie Nevers, another football 
great. “Pop” stressed that foot- 
ball has changed greatly since 
he started his coaching career 
46 years ago. The greatest change 
in football, he said, has been the 
improvement of blocking. He al- 
so stated that in the early days 
of football the men had to be 
trained for strength and endur- 
ance, whereas now it is all speed 
and pep. Mr. Warner opinioned 
that to be a player of any abil- 
ity a man must play as hard as 
he can whether it is for six 
minutes or 60. Closing his talk 
with a warning to the J. C. team 
about never being careless on the 
field, “Pop” wished our team 
luck and a winning season. He 
was given a rousing ovation. 

Immediately after “Pop” War- 
ner spoke, the guests were priv- 
ileged to hear Coach De Groot 
give a brief talk which consisted 
mainly of a complaint on the 
way our J. C. team treated his 
freshman team last week. “Dud” 
was undoubtedly the most amus- 
ing speaker of the evening and 
had the diners in high spirits 
throughout his talk in which he 
introduced a former S. J. C. man 
and football star, Sid Carter. 
Coach De Groot expressed his 
pleasure at having Sid on his 
team and said that he was quite 
sure that Sid would see plenty 
of service before the season was 
over. As a parting gesture 
Coach De Groot invited the din- 
ers to come up and be his guests 
for the big game between San 
Jose State and the College of 
the Pacific. 

Several impromptu speeches 
were given preceding those by 
“Pop” and “Dud”, all by well- 
known and prominent business 
men. Among those heard were 
Mr. C. Faugh, director of the 


California Rodeo; Mr. Harris 
Sproles, prominent business man 
and sportsman; Mr. Ralph 


Hughes, Stanford graduate and 
local banker; Mr. Howard Cous- 
ing, county supervisor, and many 
others, who were all of the same 
opinion — that the Salinas Jun-

FORTY SIGN NEW 
COURSE REGISTER 


After Salinas Junior College 
was awarded an approval for the 
civil aeronautic authority pilot 
training course, the aviation divi- 
sion went into full swing. last 
Monday as they held their first 
ground course meeting. First 
important thing they did was to 
fill out application blanks. Physi- 
cal examinations for all appli- 
cants must be completed by to- 
day. After all applicants have 
taken their physical examina- 
tions, the 20 students who are 
perfect physically will automat- 
ically qualify for the pilot train- 
ing course. At present there are 
43 applicants who have signed up 
for this course. 


Some of the qualifications for 
the training course are: sound 
physical. makeup, must not be 
under 18 years of age nor more 
than 25 last September 21, have 
no solo experience, must be of 
good academic standing, must 
possess good personality, and ap- 
titude. 

The ground school course will 
be conducted every day during 
seventh period and eighth period 
on Friday. Mr. Swain, Salinas 
flying instructor, will be in 
charge. The following faculty 
members will also teach in the 
ground school: Mr. Langdon, Mr. 
Lemos, Mr: Sauble, Mr. Amyx, 
and Mr. Bengston. 

Mr. Langdon will teach on 
Monday and Wednesday, seventh 
period, theory of flight and navi- 
gation.. Mr. Lemos will teach 
history of aviation, airplane en- 
gines, instruments, and radio. He 
will conduct his class on seventh 
period Tuesday and Thursday. 
Other instructors’ subjects are 
not yet known. They will con- 
duct their classes on Friday dur- 
ing eighth period. The final 
selections of those who qualify 
will be made Monday. Novem- 
ber 1 will be the first day of fly- 
ing instruction.

Yes, we read the papers, with headlines in black, 
screaming forth the news that one battle has been won, 
another lost, cities and villages bombed and shelled, 
thousands slain. We dial the radio to any station, and 
almost immediately we hear news flashes from the front 
depicting the same situations in brief. We go to a 
theatre, and before our eyes we see the thrilling pictures 
of powerful armies going into action against one 
another. We read all this, we hear all this, and we see 
all this, and yet, what are we doing about it? 

We think about it for a while, talk about it for a 
while, and then it slips our minds, and we do nothing 
about it. We can’t do anything about it. What can 
we do but mind our own business and go on day by day 
as if there were no war. Life is sweet, they say, but 
short --- terribly short.

We are Americans, and loyal to our cause. We will 
live for America, fight for America, and die for Amer- 
cia if need be: But we do not want to cast our lives 
and happiness into jeopardy to fight battles instigated 
by selfish European mad men. We will gladly fight 
to protect our country against any enemy or any com- 
bination of enemies if our safety or our honor be threat- 
ened, but we do not want to fight other people’s battles. 

But, how can we avoid becoming involved in this 
war? No one can say with any degree of assurance 
that he has the answer. No one knows. America may 
be thrown into the bloody turmoil, or America may con- 
tinue onward on her trail of peace. To do the former 
requires only one misstep. To do the latter requires 
only clear thinking.

The first person on our list 
claimed that he had had a very 
uneventful life, but we leave you 
to judge for yourselves. 

School days for this well-liked 
member of the faculty meant a 
ride of varying length on horse- 
back, bouncing behind an older 
brother who claimed prerogative 
to the saddle. A ride of vary- 
ing length, because this was a 
consolidated school, which moved 
teachers and pupils every three 
months to another school build- 
ing in order to equalize the dis- 
tance that the various pupils had 
to travel. 

High school in Los Angeles, 
from which he graduated with 
vague ideas of future ambitions, 
and three years of working for 
the Southern Pacific Company, 
followed. 

In 1913 he took a year’s leave 
of absence and went to college 
“on approval.” He liked it, and 
graduated from Oregon State 
College in 1917. War followed, 
the hysterics, the tragedy and 
comedy, of a great conflict. 

We were allowed to see num- 

erous and fascinating souvenirs 
of the war, photographs, railroad 
tickets, medals, coins, and so 
forth. But the one over which 
he beamed most was a complete 
collection of every issue of the 
“Stars and Stripes”, from Febru- 
ary 8, 1918, to June 13, 1919. The 
only other such collection, as 
far as he knows, is in the Hoover 
War Memorial. Library at Stan- 
ford. Many of the memorials 
which we saw will be put on ex- 
hibit at the American Legion on 
Armistice Day. 
" When Mr... . (Oh! We almost 
told you!) At any rate, when 
he returned from France he had 
a chance to send two telegrams 
free to any place in the United 
States. This offer was made by 
the Red Cross and he telegraphed 
his principal at. the Los Angeles 
High School. This man was then 
assistant state superintendent of 
schools at Sacramento, and he 
offered the young soldier a job 
teaching school at Esparto High 
School. Principalship at Espar- 
to, then a position for the state, 
which acquainted him with 
people around Salinas, and fin- 
ally, two years ago, the presi- 
dency of Salinas Junior College, 
followed.
